Defense of President Roosevelt’s 
titude toward labor is the 
the speech: ~Some time ago Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald, a Brooklyn democrat 
and an ardent supporter of Judge Parker 
for the democratic presidential nomina 
tion, addressed the house upon the atli- 
tude of Judge Parker toward labor. The 
speech was an adroit one, for while’ he 
did not mention the name of Judge Par- 
ker in connection with the nomination, 
he took to quote extensiveiy 
from the decisions of Judge Parker from 
the bench and showed where the judge 
was on the side of the laboring man. 

The speech was of course intended for 
campaign use and was generally voted a 
very clever stroke on the part of the 
democrats and a strong argument for 
the party and for Parker. 

But it was not possible for the repub- 
licans, or rather for the administration, 
to Jet the speech go unnoticed and the 
speech of General Grosvenor contains the 
republican answer and incidentally ex- 
plaing a number of mysterious visits of 
considerable length which the géneral 
has recently paid to the white house. 
Must Have Come from Woosevelt. 


He first names thirty-one bills favorable 
to the laboring man for which Mr. Roosc- 
velt as member of the New York 
sembly voted and names in addition a 
number of questions in which labor is 
interested upOn which as governor of 
New York Mr. Roosevelt recommended 
legislation. This is followed up with the 
bills which he has signed sinc. 
he entered the white house favorable to 
labor. General Grosvenor then goes back 
to the days when Mr. Roosevelt was in 
the New York legislature and recites 
in detail the fights he made on the va- 
rious bills looking to the relief of la- 
bor. The knowledge of detail displayed 
could not be that of even the president's 
most intimate and life-long friend. He 
discusses motives which the president haa 
in making this or that fight and analvzeg 
his feelings on various questions. The 
style is peculiarly virile, an attribute, 
however, of both the president and Gen- 
eral Grosvenor. For exumple, here is a 
paragraph from the speech which has the 
pat and egotistical ring not foreign to 
Mr. Roosevelt's speeches: 

“Theodore Roosevelt ever will be re 
membered as an Official whose interest 
in the weal of the plain people never di- 
minshed from the day that he commencea 
his public career ag member of assembly 
of the state of New York up to the pres- 
ent time.’’

EATH COURTED 


BY YOUNG BRIDE 


Married Three Weeks She Shot 
Herself, 


Young Girl Was Miss Violet Hen- 
drix, of Daytona, Fla.—Became 
Enamoured of F. E. Hudds, 
of New York, a 

Chauffeur. 


Savannah, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—For 
the fifth time a bride of three weeks to- 
day attempted suicide and the probabil- 
ities are that her efforts wil] prove ef- 
fective. She is now at Telfair hospital, 
where she has been operated upon. 

Little hope of her recovery is felt. F. 
E. Hudson, of New York, is the man 
in the case. He says he is the hus- 
band of the young woman; that they 
were married in Jacksonville, Fla., three 
weeks ago, though, when pressed for an 
explanation, he could not remember the 
exact date or any of the details of the 
marriage. 

His alleged bride was Violet Hen-lIrix, a 
beautiful young woman of 24, of Daytona, 
Fla. Some three months ago Hudds came 
south with W. H. Latin, a wealthy New 
York man, as his chauffeur. They went 
to Davtona, where Hudds met Miss Hen- 
drix, a daughter of Mrs. Myra Hendrix, 
of that place. 

The young woman became deeply in- 
fatuated with the young man, who after 
a time left Daytona with his employer for 
Palm Beach for the automobile races. De- 
spondent over the departure of her lover, 
Miss. Hendrix three times attempted sul- 
cide by means of chloroform. After the 
third attempt a telegram was sent to 
Fiudds at Palm Beach and he went to 
Daytona to see the girl. She pleaded with 
him to be allowed to go away with him, 
but he refused. That night she again made 
an effort to end her life with chloroform 
and fhen Hudds yielded to her entreaties. 
They left for Jacksonville, where Hudds 
Says they were wed. 

Could Not Bear Separation. 

Some days ago the coupe came to Sa- 
vannah. Hudds was not able to. obta‘n 
employment, and apparently there was 
no great happiness binding the pair to- 
gether. He announced to the young 
woman that the was going to New York, 
and that she should go back to her 
mother at Daytona. The prospect of a 
separation from the man she loved was 
more than the young woman could en 
dure. 

After dinner today she retired to her 
room, whence a shot was presently heard. 

Wihen an investigation was made, the 
young woman was found upon her bed 
with a bullet wound in her side and a 
reyolver by her. Asked if it was an ac- 
cident, she answered: 

‘“Yes.”’ But a note was 
ing as follows: 

“Dear Frank: Do not tell any one why 
I did this.”’

Washington, April 8.—A- report favor- 
ing the passage of the Hepburn and 
Dolliver bil] granting the state’s police 
power over original packages of liquor 
shipped within their borders as inter- 
state comegcre was filed in the house 
today by Representative Clayton, of 
Alabama. The report says: 

“There has arisen considerable misap. 
prehension as to the meaning and pur- 
pose of the proposed legislation. It has 
been said by some to be a prohtbition 
measure and by others to be an attempt 
to deprive the individual citizen of the 
right to have beer, wine and otber li- 
quors shipped to him from another state 
for his own use and enjoyment. 
of the assertions is true, as (we think) 
has been demonstrated. 

“This bill is not intended to prohibit 
the sale and use of beer, wine or other 
liquors which have been 
uniformly held by the United States 
to be legitimate articles of commerce, 
nor is the measure designed to abridge 
the right of a citizen of one state to 
import from another state such bever- 
ages aS he may desire for his own use, 
as before saying. The purpose of this 
proposition law and its sole purpose is 
to allow each state to carry out its own 
domesti¢ or internal policy in regard to 
the controi of intoxicating beverages 
within the boundaries of the state. 

“The sole effect will be to permit the

MANY RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 
HAVE LOST THEIR LIVES 
Hundreds of the troops who are 


arriving at Harbin from European 
Russia are suffering from frost- 
bitten noses, feet and hands. It is 
no uncommon thing to meet soldiers 
on the streets of Harbin whose noses 
have dropped off as a result of frost 
bite. Of course the cholera and ty- 
phoid, which is raging, finds easy 
marks in soldiers whose strength 
has been sapped by the trials they 
had to undergo on the jo@rney to 
Harbin. 
FEARFUL MORTALITY 
BECAUSE OF CHOLERA 
The mortality, according to ad- 


vices received here, is very great, 
and is said to be increasing daily. 
Entire regiments are reported unfit 
for service. 

The military authorities here ex- 
press much concern over the reports 
from Harbin. They fear that unless 
the cholera is checked it will render 
the Russian armies unable to meet 
the Japanese in the field. 
EPIDEMIC OF CHOLERA 


NESULTS FROM FILTH 
The cavse of the epidemic is as- 


cribed to the filfhy conditions which 
exist at Harbin. The streets are 
full of offal and refuse, and the sol- 
diers have to use the water of the 
Sungari river, which is as foul as 
any sewer. 

Harbin is the Russian base in 
Manchuria.’ From Harbin all troops 
arriving for the front are distributed. 
Thus it is apparent that an epidemic 
of-cholera at Harbin threatens the 


entire Russian army in the east.

SPEER DENIES 
WAS IN DANGER 


Jurist States There Was 
No Cause for the 
Story. 


By E. C. Bruffey. , 
Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—Judge 
Speer returned from Savannah this morn- 
ing. He positively denies that there is 
any truth in the dispatch sent out from 
Savannah last night that his life was 
sen, who was convicted of kidnaping mill 
negroes and sending them on a Russian 
vessel to England. 

“Plainly,”” aaid Judge Speer, ‘“‘some 
oné has imposed upon the reporter, or 
press agent who sent out this dispatch. 
I know the representatives of the Savan- 
nah papers who report the court proceed- 
ings, and I am sure that none of them 
would originate such a story. It is prob- 
able that the officers of the court search- 
ed the prisoner for weapons, but that 
is the ordinary custom in serious é¢rim- 
inal cases where the prisoner is supposed 
to be a desperate man. No report of any 
danger to myself having reached me, it 
follows that I did not adjourn the court 
for that reason for one hour Or any 
other period. Some officer may have been 
Seen ‘whispering’ to me, as stated. That 
[ do not remember, but if so, it was on 
some other subject. Something was said 
about the possibility of a rescue of Ol- 
sen while-he was being taken to jail, and 
[ was informed that the Officers took 
careful precautions to prevent this. If 
true, this was but prudent conduct on 


their part in a seaport town like Savan- 


nah, where the prisoner kept a sailors’ 
boarding house, which is generally the 
rendezvous for a number of rough and 
reckless men, mainly foreigners, who 
might be strongly in sympathy with the 
prisoner. I regret exceedingly that such 
a report relative to myself was sent 
out. It is wholly unjustified by any fact 
in my knowledge.”’ bs

foundation whatever for its origin.

Georgia Senator on Postal 
Affairs, 


Declares Rental Paid on “ancelling 
Machines Excessive, and Cites 
Bristow’s Report—Senator 
Money Denounces Carpet- 
bag Appointments. 


Washington, Apri] 8.—The contract for 
canceling machines used by the post- 
Office department constituted the prin- 
cipal question of debate in the senate 
today in confiection with the postoffice 
appropriation bill. 

The subjecf.was sprung by Mr. Cul- 
terson, who introduced an amendment 
reducing the rental of the machines. In 
the course of the debate that followed 
the democratic senators charged that the 
rental now paid was the same that was 
paid under the contracts made by George 
W. Beavers, when he was chief of the 
salary and allowance division of the post- 
office department, and that they were 
excessive. Mr. Lodge denied this charge, 
saying that there was no proof of its 
truth. 

Mr. Clay supported the amendment, 
quoting from Mr. Bristow’s report in 
which the Beaver’s contract for the ma- 
chines was denounced and saying that 
notwithsanding this denunciation the 
contracts were continued, 

“Mr. Bristow,” said Mr. Clay, “tells us 
that we pay 200 per cent on these ma- 
chines each year and I see no reason for 
continulng the Beavers arrangement.” 

‘“T’nless they want to vindicate him,” 
said Mr. Cu!berson. 

Mr. Scott expressed the opinion that it 
was not right to attempt to deprive pat- 
entees of their rights under the law. 

Mr. Clay said that the cost of keeping 
in repair fifty machines was about $12.60 
per year, while the rental was $150 each 

ear. 

a Scott replied that the fourth assist- 
ant postmaster general had just tele- 
phoned to the senate thet $200 was the 
cost of keeping in repair. the machine on 
which a rental af $400 was paid. 

“] don’t c#re what is ‘phoned,’’ re- 
sponded Mr. Clay, ‘‘there is not a word 
of testimony that effect.” He suggest- 
ed that the machines should be bought. 

Nr. Lodge replied that some of the ma- 
chines could not be bought and said that 
to fail to use them would very materially 
increase expenses for clerk hire. 

Money on “Charges” Line. 

During the debate there was reference 
to the head line “Charges Against Mem- 
bers of Songress,’’ and Mr. Money again 
related his futile effort to ascertain who 
its ‘author was. He also repeated his

conviction that the charge had been 
made to divert attention from ‘‘the ras- 
calities of the postoffice department.’’ 

Mr. Gallinger expressed the opinion 
that the headline had been inserted at the 
printing offite, saying that he had known 
of many such instances. To this sugges- 
tion Mr. Money replied that any official 
or employee of the printing office whv 
would make such a change in copy 
should be disciplined. He denounced the 
headline as ‘““Mendactous, malicious and 
slanderous.’”’ 

The amendment was lost. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Hoar 
repealing the existing law requiring post- 
masters to reside in their own delivery 
districts aroused opposition on the part 
of Messrs. Money and Culberson. Mr. 
Money said that the statue should be re- 
stricted rather than extended, ‘and he 
said that in his state postmasters were 
carpetbaggers brought from one part of 
the state to the other. 

He added that he had no desire to take 
from the republicans the privilege of ap- 
pointing to office. 

‘“‘Because,’’ he said, ‘‘every time you ap- 
point a democrat we lose a man and you 
gain one. I wan't the republican author- 
ities to make the republican party as 
odious as possible in my state, and I 
may add that, as in the case of Bilt 
Jones’ epitaph, ‘they have done their 
and ungels- could do no more.’ ”’ 

The amendment was declared out of or- 
der, but was afterwards accepted in mod- 
ified form, so as to require postmasters 
to reside in the town or city which they 
officially serve. 

An amendment suggested by Mr. Sim- 
mons, prohibiting the postmaster general 
from refusing to establish rural free de- 
livery routes on account of the condi- 
tion of the‘roads, also was accepted, 

The postoffice bill was still under con- 
sideration when the senate adjourned. 

The first hours of the session were de- 
voted to a discussion by Mr. Patterson 
on the Chinese question, in which he 
maintained th2t the exclusion laws would 


be ineffective after December 7, unless:

MOON DENOUNCES 
STATEHOOD BILL 


Report of Tennessee Con- 
gressman Signed by Mi- 
nority Members. 


Washington, April 8.—Majority and mi- 
nority views of the statehood bill, recent- 
ly reported from the house committee on 
were filed today by Repre- 
sentatives Hamilton, of Michigan, and 
Moon, of Tennegsee, respectively. 

Mr. Hamilton reviews the provisions of 
the bill at length and urges the necessity 
and justice of admitting the four terri- 
tories as two states. The minority views 
are signed by Representatives Moon, 
Loyd, Robingon of Indiana and Thayer. 
After a lengthy discussion of the bill, the 
minority concludes with this expression: 

“Should the republican party pass this 
bill, wicked as it is, in the denial of equal 
rights in representation and partisan in 
all of its material details, it will but 
afford another indecent example of the 
suppression of individual, territorial and 
national rights to subserve partisan ends. 
Evea more than that, it is a surrender 
of the power that sovereign states would 
exercise in the union if the _  constitu- 
tional methods were followed in the ad- 
mission of states. It minimizes the in- 
fluence of the west and southwest in the 
citadel of federal power—the United 
Ftates senate. 

“We are of the opinion that it ultimate- 
ly will be better for the union that the 
territories opposed to consolidation shall 
be denied stateHoo# under the theory of 
this bill indefinitely than that conditions 
which will be forced by an vanemarel 
union should exist.’’ 

The republican members of the house 
are to meet in caucus on the statehood 
bill early next Week to agree respecting 
consideration of the bill.

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In these days of hurry and rush, whea 
the physical man is subordinated to “the 
spirit of the ake’ in so many thousands 
of instances, the case of Marion Sim: 
Richardson, of Atlanta, will prove @ 
interesting Object lesson to young men 
generally. 

Mr. Richardson is a son of Dr. E. H. 
Richardson and is well known and popu- 
lar here in Atlanta. He ig a graduate 
. of the University of Georgia and has the 
degree of A.B., conferred upon him by 
that institution. For his life work he 
has chosen the profession of his father 
and expects to study and practice medi- 
cine—in fact has already begun the study 
of that science. 

But to prepare and fit himself for the 
physical wear and tear a doctor must 
undergo, to build himself up so the re- 
sponsibility and cares of a physician's 
life may be easily borne, he has gone up 
into the country ‘“‘to raise a crop of cot- 
‘ton, corn and the other usual farm 
products.’ 

For several weeks he has been on a 
Plantation near Cedartown busy in the 
fields every day plowing or doing what- 
ever other work Is necessary to bring 
about the fructification of seed planted 
in the rich soil of Georgia. His days are 
spent in the open air. under the blue 
Bky and within hearing of the mocking 
bird's whistling. He is up and afield 
with the lark and labors in the healthy 
world of out doors until the sun grows 
red and sinks away into the wide west.

Df the night. 

It wa8s all discussed at home before the 
step was taken.

And so young Mr. Richardson bade 
farewell to Atlanta for the summer and 
went to the plantation of his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Stella Jones, near Cedar- 
town, and began his season’s occupation 
of building brawxi ana health. When the 
crop is garnered and gathered and the 
good old summer time has faded into 
brown autumn and the farmers of Geor- 
gia are hauling cotton in bales to market 
then Mr. Richardson, somewhat tanned, 
very healthy and muscular, will return 
again to Atlanta and resume his study 
of anatomy, pathology and the other 
“ologies’’ that altogether make up the 
Science of medicine. and surgery. 

“Every young man ought to fit himself 
physically as well as mentally for the 
business of life.’ remarked Dr. Rich- 
ardson yesterday, ‘‘and I am sure my 
son will be a great deal better off for 
this summer's experience and able to 
make a more efficient coctor than he 
would have otherwise, or at least he will 
have the strength to do and accomplisn

MADE BY HEREROS 


Bloody Battle Preceded Relie 
of Omahura 


West African Natives Lost One Hun- 
dred Killed While Six Hun- 
dred Were Wounded by 
Germans Firing from 
Front and Rear. 


Berlin, April 8.—The west African cor- 
respondent- of The Cologne Gazette, Dr. 
Moellenhof, has sent.his paper a graphic 
letter describing the relief of Omahufa, 
February 4, from which it appears that 
both sides fought with desperate courage. 

When the garrison of Omahura heard 
the firing of the artillery of their relief 
corps twenty-five of the  beteaguered 
force made a sortie against the enemy, 
who held a natural fortification consist- 
ing of a line of cliff-like projecting rocks. 

Hereros Held Their Ground. 

“The Hereros attacked in front and 
rear,’ says Dr. Moellenhof, “held their 
ground with marvelous tenacity. When 
iYVe Germans rushed among them many 
of the Hereros crept into crevices in 
the“tocks, where they were bayonetted. 
After the hottest firing was over, the 
enemy fired at the German wounded from 
neighboring bushes, and the surgeons 
dressed the wounds while the bullets were 
whizzing in the air. Pp 

“The Hereros lost about a hundred 
kilied or wounded of their approximate 
total of 600 men. 

“The German loss was eight men killed 
and ten wounded.,’’

Lewis and Clark Exposition Bill and 
Philippine Shipping Bil] Passed. 
Congressman Bowers Defends 
Cause 0: mississippi in 
Racial Matters. 


Washington, April 8.--The house tre 
day passed a large number of bills, prin- 
cipal among which was the Philippine 
shipping bill and the bill appropriating 
$475.000 in aid of the Lewis and Clark 
Centennia] exposition, to be held in Port- 
land, Oreg., in 1905. 

The only amendment which was made 
to the Philippine shipping bill was one 
extending until July |. 1906, the time 
when the law shall become operative. 
The bil] provides that no merchandise, 
except supplies for the army or navy, 
shall be transported by sea, under pen- 
altv of forfeiture, between ports of the 
United States and the Philippine areht- 
pelago, directly or via a foreign -port, 
or for any part of the voyage, in any ex- 
cept vessels of the United States, .It 
does not prohibit, however, the sailing 
of any foreign vessel between the United 
States and the Philippznes. 

After Messrs. Bartlett, of Georgia, and 
Robinson, of Indiana, had made brief 
remarks in opposition to the Lewis and 
Clark bill, Mr. Livernash, of California, 
in favoring it, sald it came with poor 
grace for democrats who have been ask- 
ing the house to appropriate with great 
liberality for the southern expositions to 
raise their voices against sq moderate 
an appropriation as the pending bill 
called for. “a 

Mr. Bartlett inquired of Mr. Livernash 
who it was that supported any southern 
exposition appropriation who was now 
opposed to the Dill. 

Mr. Livernash’s Remark. 

With some warmth Mr. Livernash an- 
swered that ‘“‘The gentlemen assumes too 
much if he assumes that J regard him as 
the only gentleman on this side of the 
chamber.” 

This retort nettled Mr. Bartlett, who 
remarked that ‘“‘The gentleman assumes 
a great deal if he assumes that he is a 
gentleman at all.”’ 

“There are some comments,’”’ Mr. Liv- 
ernash replied, ‘‘that call for no an- 
swer.”’ : 

He then continued his advocacy of the 
passage of the bill. 

Mr. Bowers, of Mississippi, answered 
some statements recently made by Mr. 
Gillett, of Massachusetts, regarding vlo- 
lations of the constitution of some of 
the southern states with respect to ne- 
gro suffrage. 

Fair Play in Mississippi. 

He read from various decisions of Mis- 
sissippi courts in which it was held that 
the sfate did not discriminate against 
the races, but it had been fair and im- 
partial in the inforcement of the suf- 
frage clause of the constitution. He de- 
clared that the negro was as safe in the 
hands of the governor of Mississippi as in 
those of the governor of Massachusetts 
and said that in Mississippi the negro’s 
rights to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness were as carefully guarded by 
the governor as by the governor of Mas- 
sachusetts or any other state. In support 
of this statement he said that the pnly 
state in in which lynching had been “pre- 
vented by the swift and timely interposi- 
tion of the law was in Mississippi, and 
this, he said, was due to the personal ac- 
tion of the governor. 

Mr. Bowers made a comparison of the 
crifiinal statistics of Massachusetts and 
Mississipp! and said these showed that the 
negro in the latter stafe was six times bet- 
ter thar those of Massachusetts. In the 
state of Mississippi, he said, every ave- 
nue of fabor was opened to the negro 
and every opportunity given to improve 
“us condition by industry and toil. He 
pointed witn pride, he said, to the fact 
that in his state the ratio of mulattoes to 
the colored population and to the whole 
population was less today than it has 
been at any time since the war. 

He declared that there was less in- 
termingling with negroes than ever be- 
fore, and that the mulatto steadily has 
become with the people of Mississippi 
‘an incident and recollection of the 
past.’ 

Utter Segregation Imperative. 

Mr. 


a party expedient and that his political 
baptism was in aid of the republican as- 
cendancy. He believed, he said, that 
race purity could be preserved abso- 
lutely by the utter segregation of the 
races in every scholastic relation. The 
slightest intermingling of the races, he 
declared, was fraught with peril. He 
said that the negro was not fit for self- 
government, and he was greeted with 
democratic applause when he said 
negro should, within constitutional lim- 
its, be eliminated as a political fac- 
ae thank God,’’ he added, “the constl- 
tution of Mississippi Swept the circles of 
expedient to accomplish that end.” 

He closed by saying that the people of 
the south were grappling with tite negro 
question in an intelligent and patriotic 
way and were better qualified to solve 
it than the people of the north. The 
nouse adjourned until tomorrow.

The agreement between Messrs. 
Blalock, of Clayton, and Blair, of 
Cobb, by which a bitter district sen- 
atorial contest is averted and a per- 
manent system of senatorial rotation 
is established, is a matter for general 
felicitation threughout the district. 

On-all sides yesterday there were 

expressions of approval at the agree- 
ment reached and both Messrs. Blair 
and Blalock were cordially com- 
mended, 
Under the agreement, as effected, 
&® permanént rotation system is es- 
tablished by consent of the three 
counties of the district, Fulton be- 
ing entitled to two consecutive terms, 
Clayton to one and Cobb to one. 
Fulton having had the senatorship 
for two consecutive terms, following 
Cobb, Clayton is to name the next 
senator in the person of Hon. A. C, 
Blalock. After Clayton, Cot will 
follow, then Fulton tWice, the rota- 
tion to continue ifdefinitely in this 
manner. 

It will ‘be recalled that it wad 
sought to establish a definite syatem 
six years ago, and a plan was agreed 
upon by Fulton and Cobb counties. 
Clayton, however, never agreed, pro- 
testing each time against the propos- 
ed arrangement. Without the united 
action of the three countieg the basis 
of rotation as proposed was indefin- 
ite, and a constant opening was left 
for ythe disruption of the system at 
the expense of Fulton county. 

It is now unanimously conced 
that Fulton county’s overwhelmingly 
preponderating interest’ entitles it 
to a tweterm recognition, to once 
each for Clayton and Cobb. This 
ig the basis of the agreement, and 
the solution will be generally ap- 
proved.

“Peonage”’ Jurisdiction.. 

A rather unique phase of the many- 
sided question of state sovereignty 
was presented by Congressman W. G, 
Brantley, of Georgia, in his admira- 
Dle remarks before congress, March 
28, on the gubject of peonage as ap- 
plicable to certain southern states 
in which the federal court has lately 
exercised jurisdiction in the doubt- 
ful premises. 

Mr. Brantley goes quite down Mo 
the root of the matter, showing the 
origin of the legislation on peonage 
in 1867, when it was sought to eradi- 
cate the system from the territory of 
New ' Mexico, “where it lingered as a 
relic of Mexican agrarian custom. 
He analyzes peonage, in the literal 
sense, seeking to prove that the law 
in question can have no reference to 
even the most aggravated labor con- 
ditions unearthed under this charge 
by federal district attorneys in Geor- 
gia and Alabama, and his contention 
is that the laws of these states are 
solely responsible for the protection 
of the aggrieved parties if, as the 
result of a labor contract or from 
other cause than crime, their liberty 
has been trespassed upon. Speaking 
of these so-called peonage cases re- 
cently adjudicated in the federal 
court, Mr. Brantley declared: 

That such individual or isolated in- 
stances occur or that numerous instances 
of the’kind occur would not constitute 
a system or a condition of peonage, Tres- 
passes upon property and upon life itseif 
unfortunately occur in the south and 
throughout the union, bugedoes the fact 
of trespasses confer jurisdiction upon the 
federal courts to try the trespassers? It 
ig the duty of the states to protect their 
citizens in life, liberty and property. 

f one citizen of a state in the commis- 
sion of a private wrong deprives another 
citizen of either one of these three great 
rights, the right, the duty, and the power 
to punish him ig vested solely in the 
state. 

Because the trespass is upon liberty is 
no reasoy why the jurisdiction of the 
stateislesSthan whenthe trespass is upon 
life or property. For federal courts to 
assume jurisdiction to try private citizens 
of a state for lawlessly trespassing upon 
the liberties of other private citizens of 
the same atate is an unwarranted as- 
sumption of power and jurisdiction, and is 
as much an invasion and attack upon 
the sovereignty of that siate as would be 
an act of congress delegating such juris- 
diction, | 

Mr. Brantley denies the possibility 
of the existence of peonage as a Sys- 
tem or institution in any part of the 
United States, and if it does not exist 
as such, he holds that the law of 
1867 has no application to the few 
isolated instances of trespasses 
against individual liberty alleged to 
have been committed in the labor 
contract cases referred to. If peon- 
age is not practiced as a state in- 
stitution or tolerated in a state as 
a system, the lack of federal ju- 
risdiction would seem to be obvious 
and the jurisdiction of the local state 
courts no less obvious. 

If this contention be correct, and 
the terms of the thirteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States are not applicable to the so- 
called peonage cases, a@ grave ques- 
tion naturally exists as to the con- 
stitutionality of the jurisdiction as- 
sumed in the premises by the federal 
court. Section 1 of the thirteenth 
amendment declares that— 

Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except as a punishment for crime 


whereof the party shall have been duly 
convicted, shall exist, etc. 


The peonage law of 1867, to cover 
the peculiar labor condition in New 
Mexico, was enacted subsequent to 
the thirteenth amendment, and, in 


the language of Mr. Brantley: — 

* * * we must further presume that 
when congress in 1867 said the ‘‘system 
known as peonage” is ‘“‘hereby’’ made un- 
lawfu] and is “hereby’’ prohibited and 
abolished, congress had in mind some- 
thing that was not slavery and something 
that wag not unlawful involuntary servi- 
tude. This view is strengthened by the 
definitions of ‘“‘peonage’ hereinbefore 
given, in which it is most frequently re- 
ferred to as a “qualified form of servi- 
tude,’’ and, following this line of reason- 
ing, we reach the conclusion that in the 
opinion. of congress ‘‘peonage’’ did not 
come within the definition of slavery or 
involuntary servitude. 


This serves to present the gist of 


the controversy, raised by Mr. Brant 


ley, and from his stroigepresenta- 
tion of his side of the ‘afgament, 


there would seem to be ground for a 
test case of the whole question of 
peonage before the United States 
supreme court. Certain it is that the 
iniquity does not exist in Georgia 
as a “system,” and it is questionable 
if anything of the literal nature of 
peonage has ever existed in Georgia 
or any other southern state. If the 
state’s sovereignty hag been invaded 


by the federal power in assuming 4 


legal jurisdiction over the head of 
local courts of law, naturaily the 
State is interested and inclined tq 
insist on the full exercise of itg au- 
thority. 


Mr. Brantley sums up:— 

It has remained for certain of the fed- 
era] cOurts in thelr eager reach for power 
to not only ignore the presumption sug- 
gested and directed by the supreme court, 
but to ignore as well the constitutions 
and laws of their respective states and to 
ferret out a territorial law that for thirty 
years and more has been recognized only 
ag a, territorial law, and through and by 
what I believe to be misconstruction and 
misinterpretation—and I charge nothing 
more than this—to distort same into a 
law that congress never dreamed of 
enacting, that congress has never found 
any necessity for enacting, and into a 
law that, if congress had enacted hk, 
would clearly be invalid. 

This raises the issue squarely 


enough, and in it there is food for 
judicial thought. 


- 


”A New Method of Law Making. 

The republicans have established ? 
mew precedent in legisjation. The 
pension act of 1890 is clear enough for 
anybody to understand, but it didn’t 
suit President Roosevelt, and so he 
went 7. it and got behind it, and 
by means of an executive order made 
it means something else. Indeed, Mr. 
Roosevelt made a new law altogether; 
it originated in his mind, was passed 
by himself, and signed in what Mr. 
Dolliver calls “the goodness of his 
heart.” This same Mr. Dolliver de- 
clares on the floor of the house that 
it is a shame to criticize the presi- 
dent for making laws of his own. He 
says that Mr. Roosevelt is entitled to 
credit and honor because in the good: 
ness of his heart he has given a prop- 
er construction to the pension law of 
1890. ° 

We have no doubt that there are 
thousands of men in this country who 
have just as much goodness of heart 
as Mr. Roosevelt, and who are just 
as honest. If these good-hearted and 
honest citizens were members of con- 
gress they would be entitled to make 
laws, or to amend those that are al- 
ready made. Nevertheless, the great 
majority of good-hearted and¢ honest 
men are not only not members of con- 
gress, they are not even in politics— 
and by sO much the country Is the 
loser. But a private citizen who is 
good-hearted and honest has just as 
much right to make laws as the pres- 
ident, and unless the republican ma- 
jority in congress can get that fact 
through their narrow minds, they will 
thereby not only make spectacles of 
themselves and their party, but they 
will give Mr. Roosevelt cause to wish 
that some one of his friends had been 
bold enough to inform him candidly 
in what direction he is trying to lead 
his party. 

Legislative powers are vested 
neither in private citizens, nor in pres- 
idents who have goodness of heart, 
but in congress, and the president, be 
his heart never so big and beefy, is 
expected to obey the law as he finds 
it, and to see that others obey it. We 
have had many presidents with big 
hearts, to say nothing of their livers, 
but they all felt that they were just 
as much subjects of the law as the 
humblest citizen in the land. 

Mr. Doliver declares that every 
man in the republican party resents 
the imputation that Mr. Roosevelt has 
trampled on the law or overstepped 
his prerogatives. But the case seems 
to do away with the necessity of im- 
putations. The president has not 
trampled on the law; it didn’t suit 
him, and in the goodness of his heart, 
he made a law of his own. The re- 
publicans also, according to Mr. Dol- 
liver, resent the imputation that he 
has overstepped his prerogatives. 

But when a mag can sit down and, | 
in the goodness of his heart, make 
his own prerogatives, how can he 
overstep them? If one prerogative 
doesn’t suit him, he need not over- 
step it; all that is necessary is for 
him to make.another that will fit both 
his desires and his goodness of heart. 
The republican majority is so com- 
placent about these things that it 
feels called on to hurry up matters 
and adjourn congress so that the 
long session will be a short one. The 
members of the majority are so over- 
awed by the domineering methods of 
the president that they are anxious 
to get away and leave him to do the 
legislating, a scheme that seems to 
suit his plans admirably. With such 
a man in the executive chair, it must 
be rather awkward for congress to 
sit around and feel that it is merely 
cumbering the ground. The republi- 
cans are not all Dollivers by a good 
deal, but they are afraid to talk out 
and say what they feel about the at- 
titude of the executive, who has now, 
as early as it is in the season, be- 
come a law-giver. 

Mr. Gorman—who claims to be 
nothing more than a democrat—made 
a very dignified protest one day last 
week, but the senate oligarchy, which 
is in active partnership with Mr. 
Roosevelt, merely smiled knowingly 
and fumbled the buckeyes in its vari- 
ous pockets. Mr. Gorman declared 
that circumstances had given the dem: 
ocrats one issue which should enable 
them to appeal with confidence to an 
intelligent public conscience, namely: 
No one man power; no Caesarism! Mr. 
Gorman’s speech was based on the 
fact that although the postoffice de 
partment had been shown to be reek- 


ing with corruption from top to bot- 
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tom, from the highest official to the 
lowest, the republicans have decided 
to entrust those who are smirched by 
suspicion with the largest appropria- 
tion ever made for the postal service 
in the history of the country. 

The house had passed the bill, and 
the senate committee found it neces- 
sary to give it only a few hours’ con- 
sideration before bringing in a favor- 
able report. Let it be understood that 
this appropriation was made after the 
democrats had endeavored in vain to 
secure an investigation of the cor- 
ruption that is known to exist in the 
postoffice department. There was no 
particular objection to the appropr!- 
ation simply ag an appropriation, for 
the country continues to grow, and 
the demands for a more efficient pos- 
tal service are continuous; but when 
a huge appropriation is made in the 
face of the fact that the postoffice 
department, is tainted with suspicion, 
and in the face of the further fact 
that the republicans refuse.to go into 
an investigation for fear of hurting 
their party or their candidate, it Is 
time for the people to consider the 
matter. 

Mr. Gorman called attention to the 
fact that while members of congress 
are pilloried in executive reports, con- 
gress, with its republican majority, 
is afraid to investigate the adminis- 
trative scandals that are known to ex- 
ist. Matters have gone so far indeed 
that congress, as a body, merely regis- 
ters the will of a domineering exec- 
utive. This ig shown, not only by the 
complacency with which the republi- 
cans view the mandate of the presi 
dent which diverts millions of the 
people’s money from the public treas: 
ury, but by the republican anxiety ta 
adjourn congress and thus take away 
from protesting congressmen the op- 
portunity to criticize officially the 
course of the executive. 

Goodness of heart and honesty have 
not heretofore been referred to as 
reasons why the chief magistrate 
should be permitted to usurp tHe 


besides honesty and goodness of heart 
are necessary to an executive. Hun- 
dreds of men in this broad country 
can ride bucking bronchos, and spur 
them over stone walls; hundreds of 
men who are not otherwise ambitious 
can disembowel bears and wantonly 
destroy mountain goats; but other 
qualities are necessary to the equip- 
ment of a president who must con- 
scientiously guard and conserve the 
rights and interests of the people. 
What is needed in the white house is 
a president with judgment, discretion, 
self-restraint and, above all, a reason- 
able amount of modesty.

‘“‘New York Must Settle It.” 
(from The Chattanooga Times.) 

The Atlanta Constitution, in a strong 
aird timely editorial, warns the democracy 
of New York of the grave responsibility 
resting upon it in this emefgency. “If 
a New York state convention instructs 
for Parker,’ says that paper, ‘‘no power 
on earth can prevent his nomination at 
St. Louis.

Voicing this same sentiment, The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser and The Norfolk Vir- 
ginian-Pilot, representing heretofore dia- 
metrically opposite views on party men 
and measures, have recently had strong 
editorials, Other southern newspapers 
are urging the same thing, indicating 
that a positive and unequivocal declara- 
tion on the part of the New York democ- 
racy is a necessity at this time for the 
harmonious action of the party. New 
York’s instructions for Parker would be 
immediately followed, as The Constitu- 
tion points out, by like action in nearly 
every southern state, which would mean 
Judge Parker’s nomination. 

New York promises to instruct for Pare. 
ker, and if it should the hope of democ- 
racy will, at last, be realized, and a 
fighting, vigorous, well disciplined or- 
ganization will leave St. Louis fully 
equipped for a victorious campaign. 
There is no need now of discussing any 
alternative result. '

‘Secretary Thompson of Birmingham Alliance Says 
It Would Add One Thousand Millions to the 
Cost of the Cotton Crop. 


Washington, April 8 —(Special.)—“Un- 
der an eight-hour law, it would cost 
one thousand million dollars to produce 
the cotton crop of the south,’’ declared 
Secretary Thompson, of the Birmingham 
Citizens’ Alliance, in statement he 


made yesterday to the senate committee 
on education and labor. 

On behalf of the organization, made up 
of the most prominent business men of 
the Alabama metropolis, Mr. Thompson 
filed with the senate committee an argu- 
ment against the proposed eight-hour 
bill, which is being supported by the 
labor leaders, in which he laid down the 
following prvupositions: 

1. This proposed bill {is subject to the 
fatal objection of being class legislation. 
In support of this no stronger evidence 1s 
needed than the statement of Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, before this committee. 
In attempting to prove the inconsistencies 
of the employers in their objections to 
the pending bill, Mr. Gompers said that 
employers could not agree among them- 
selves on any line of objection, and that 
only in one thing could they be said to 
be together, and that was in their oppost- 
tion to this legislation. He further sald 
that the law was asked for by himself 
and associates in behalf of and in the 
interest of organized labor. Here is con- 
sequently a clear, unequivocal and incon: 
trovertibie issue defined by Mr. 
Gompers himself. The employers of the 
country are a unit on one side and or- 
ganized labor, if you please, on the 
Other. In the face of this kind of testi- 
mony and from such a source there ap- 
pears no room to question the character 
of this bill. It is advocated by a class 
in the avowed interest of a class, while 
it is opposed by another class who are 
unanimous in their opposition to it. Sucn 
legislation from the foundation of this 
government down to the present time gas 
been characterized and construed by the 
courts of the country as vicious, 

Private Contract Attacked. 

2. The proposed law, while ostensibly 
confined to government work and gov- 
ermment contracts, in its ramifications 
necessarily enters the domain of private 
which ig a violation of indl- 
vidual rights, and should be fatally ob- 
jective on that ground alone. Mr. Gom- 
pers further stated in his same address 
before this committee that the various 
ramifications into which government 
contractg would divide up, such as the 
gathering of raw materials, as well as 
finished materials, it would embrace call- 
ings and trades practically covering lie 
entire field of industry.

beginning of an eight-hour day, and ail 
arguments by the advocates of organised 
labor clearly indicate that euch would be 
its effect, it can still be made auch by 
the forces of organized labor through 
methods peculiarly their own. These 
methods stop at no statutory provisions 
when their ends are to be attained, se 
that in following up the various ma- 
terials which enter into government 
work they can proclaim a boycott against 
that made under a longer system, and 
thus obtain by force what they dare 
not ask for by law. This is done in other 
constructive work, and why not apply 
to the government work as well? Cer- 
tainly no legal facilities should be afford- 
ed one class to perpetrate a wrong 
against another class, entitled to the 
same consideration, governed by the 
same laws and like citizens of a common 
country. ' 

4. An eight-hour day, as thus tncidious- 
ly sought to be obtained, would open 
innumerable objections in its application 
to specific industries, but it would fall 
with peculiar hardsZip upon all the in- 
dustries of the south, for the simple rea- 
son that they are all in a more or less 
formative stage and cannot bear the 
restrictions which might otherwise be 
@Waced upon those ‘longer @stablished 
and with more skilled labor at command. 


Cotton and Proposed Law. 

5. The cotton crop of the south, wortn 
under ordinary conditions $500,000.000, 
could not be produced under an eight- 
hour day for less than $1,000,000,000. 
This would directly affect every man, 
woman and child in this countty, while it 
would affect injudiciougly millions of in- 
habitants of other countries, or else it 
would totally destroy the cultivation of 
the cotton crop in the south. But it is 
ever thus with all forms of class legisia- 
tion. where one interest alone is consid- 
ered. It necessarily reacts injuriously on 
other interests, and yet this government 
is supposed to be made for all interests 
and al classes alike, with no discrimina- 
tion in favor of one or against another. 
There is no limit to factional strife and 
industrial warfare when class legislation 
is relied upon and the government at 
once ceases to be what its foundess in- 
tended. Under such legislation this would 
not be a government “of the people and 
for the people,” but instead would be- 
come a government of and for labor 
unions, and I do not think the people of 
this country are prepared just yet ayhile 
to turn this government over with its 


rich legacies received from our ancestors 
to those who are at least only a part of 


its citizenship.

Mr. Root will be the second ex-member 
of the cabinet to represent the Northern 
Securities Company as special counsel in 
cooperation with the regularly employed 
attorney of the corporation. When the 
government case was first argued John 
W. Griggs, attorney general in the first 
McKinley cabinet, represented the North- 
ern Pacific railroad merger as special 
counsel. With John G. Johnson, of Phila- 
delphia, he also represented the corpora- 
tion before the United States supreme 
court. 

The case in which Mr. Root will appear 
is to be argued in St. Paul next Tuesday.

President of Exposition Company 
Suggests Another Conference, 
but It Is Believed That This 
City Will Do Nothing 
More About Matter.

Replying to the letter of Mayor Evan

Francis }ast evening replied as follows: 

“St. Louis, Mo., April 8, 1904.—Hon. 
Evan P. Howell, Mayor of Atlanta: Your 
telegram and letter received. Regret 
your conclusion. Think our proposition 
very liberal. Have contributed nothing 
toward any other municipal, state or for- 
eign building. Suggest you have Marye 
here Monday, when Kelsey will be here, 
and we can determine whether building 
be erected or definitely abandoned. 

“DAVID R. FRANCIS.” 

Because of the lateness of the hour 
when this message was received over the 
telephone from the Atlanta office of the 
Western Union by Mayor Howell, who 
was at his residence in West End, tine 
was last evening unable to #té 
exactly what reply he would make to it, 

The positive position taken by the gen- 
eral council during its session of laat 
Monday afternoon makes it practically 
impossible for Atlanta to retreat. It ap- 
pears to be entirely up to the exposition 
agompany to say whether this city will be 
one of the municipal exhibitors in the 
model city. For that reason it may be 
that no effort will be made to send P. 
Thornton Marye, the architect, to St. 
Louis, as he could practically do noth- 
ing else than insist that the original 
agreement beween Atlanta and the ex- 
position authorities be carried out. 

The exposition company invited At- 
lanta to be one of the municipal! exnib- 
itors and offered to pay the difference 
between $10,000, and the cost of the At- 
lanta building, which was to have been 
a reproduction of the new unio passen- 
ger station of Atlant'’a. When bids werc 
ask for the lowest was for $21,000. 
The exposition company wanted to re- 
duce fhe size of the structure from 110 
to 90 feet frontage, as such a building 
can be erected for about $17,000, but At- 
lanta insisted upon carrying out the orig- 
inal agreement.

CONTEMPT CASE 
TRIED TODAY 


Sequel to Harding’s Tribula- 
tions Before Judge 
Ormond, 


The contempt proceedings instituted 
against Chief of Police John W. Ball by 
Justice of the Peace Walter E. Ormond,as 
a result of the taking away from Atlanta 
of Leroy C. Harding, the prisoner wanted 
in Cincinnati, will be heard by Judge 
Ormond this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock in 
his court room in the old Star theater 
building on Decatur street. 

The hearing promises to be one of the 
most interesting of the several features 
developed by the muchly muddled Hard- 
ing case and the outcome will] be closely 
watched. Judge Ormond has subpenaed 
about twenty witnesses and it is expect- 
ed that evidence touching on the whole 
of the proceedings in the Harding case 
will be developed. 

Judge Ormond charges that Chief Ball 
is in eontempt of his court because he re- 
leased Harding from the police station 
and turned him over to the custody of De- 
tective D. A. CallaMan, of Cincinnati, 
while the cheating and swindling warrant 
issued in his court was outstanding 
against the prisoner. Judge Ormond al- 
leges that this action was an effort to de- 
feat justice. 

Chief Ball, on the other hand, contends 
that he has acted in perfectly good faith 
in the matter and that he has done noth- 
ing to warrant his being punished for 
contempt of court. It is claimed that the 
cheating and swindling warrant, that had 
been left at the police station by Deputy 
Sheriff Jones, was wihdrawn by that offi- 
cial and that there was no warrant at the 
station on which to hold Harding at the 
time he was given into the custody of 
Detective Callahan. 

Judge Ormond further contends that 
Chief Ball has violated two sections of 
the state code and by which he lays him- 
self liable to prosecution for both a felony 
and a misdemeanor. These sections affect 
the obstruction.of justice. Chief Ball will 
be represented in the hearing by City At- 
torney James L. Mayson and Assistant 
City Attorney W. P. Hill and it is ex- 
pected that the case will prove to be one 
of the fiercest legal battles waged in the 
Atlanta courts in some time. 

Judge Ormond Talks.

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The bid of .the Decarie Manufacturing 
‘Company, of Minneapolis, Minn., for the 
| erection of an incinerating plant in At- 
'lanta, will be recommended to the board 
'of health for acceptance during the next 
session of that body. 

The garbage committee of the board, of 
which Dr. Cyrus W. Strickler is chair- 
man, has decided that the bid of the De- 
carie company jis,the best for Atlanta, 
and will report favorbly. 

The bid commits the Decarie Manufac- 
turing Company to the erection of a 
plant for the sum of $31,500. The cham- 
bers and the furnace part of the struc- 
ture will be just the same as in other 
plants erected by the company in va- 
rious sections’ of fhe country. The build- 
ing will be of wood. 

The incinerating plant is guaranteed to 
cremate 200 tons of garbage daily. This 
is as large a plant as Atlanta will re- 
quire for several years to come. It will 
be erected on the site of the former cre- 
matory, upon what is known as the Les- 
ter lot, in the first ward, near the tank 
of the gas company. 

Because of the wet that council appro- 
priated only $9,000 for the construction 
of a crematory, the board of health will 
be forced to deal with a financia] prob- 
lem. It may be that the finance com- 
mittee will be requested to make an ad- 
ditional appropriation to the sanitary 
department: because of the unanticipated 
cost of the incinerating plant. If this is 
not done it is probable that some ar- 
rangement will be effected with the De- 
carie company which will permit the city 
to purchase the plant on time. 

The Decarie system of cremation has 
been thoroughly investigated by the 
garbage committee of the board of health. 
It appears to be entirely satisfactory 
and has none of the elements of'an ex- 
periment in it. Officials of the sani-

AN ATTACK ON GOVERNOR 


So Says Mrs. M. L. Myrick, Who Also Believes 
Georgia Must Follow New York's Lead on the 
Presidency--State Gossip. 


MONG the callers yesterday at the 
A Kimball House headquarters of 

the first Parker olub was Mrs. 
M. I. Myrick, editor of The Americus 
Times-Recorder and one of the strongest 
political influences in that part of Geor- 


gia. 

In spéaking of the political situation, 
Mrs. Myrick said: 

“The sentiment in our section of the 
state is correctly expressed in the posi- 
tion of The Constitution. If Parker car- 
ries New York by definite instruction of 
the convention of that state the presi- 
dential nomination will be settled In fa- 
vor of Judge Parker. Georgia will fol- 
low the lead of New YoOrk.”’ 

Concerning state matters Mrs. Myrick 
said: 

“Il am amazed at the effort which has 
been launched apparently as the result 
of the organization of the second Par- 
ker club to defeat Hon. M. J. Yeo- 
mans for the chairmanship of the state 
convention. That it will be unsuccessful 
goes without saying, because everybody 
recognizes the fact that the whole move- 
ment is a covert attack on Governor 
Terrell. There has not been a time since 
the war that the gubernatorial nominee 
hag not been entitled to the naming of 
the chairman of the state convention who 
is to conduct his campaign. Why should 
Governor Terrell, then, be denied this 
privilege? It is absurd and preposter- 
ous, and the effort will be overwhelm- 
ingly repudiated! I really placed no. cre- 
dence in the report when it was first 
published, but I notice that there has 
been no effort at denial, thus proving 
that the movement really is afoot. 

“T am glad to see that The Augusta 
Chronicle and The Savannah Press have 
raised their volce in protest against this 
plege of bushwhacking against Governor 
Terrell.”’ 


“As far as Sumpter county is con-

After spending a week in 
Clinch county he will return to Atlanta, 
where he will probably hold court for 
several days at the request of Judge 
Roan. 

Judge Kinsey was first elected to the 
circuft court bench in 1894, after having 
served with distinction as a member of 
the general assembly. He has made a 
most creditable record on the bench of 
the Northeastern circuit and has to a re- 
markable degree the confidence and es- 
teem of the people of his circuit. 


For Delegate at Large. 
Hon. James M. Smith, of Oglethorpe

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written a personal letter to Chief Justice 
Simmons, the publication of which he has 
aWhorized. The letter relates to the can- 
didacy of Justice Simmons and is as fol- 
lows: 

“TI think the people should reelect Chief 
Justice Simmons to the place he now 
holds upon the bench of the supreme 
court of this state.

He made an admirable 
superior court judge. He held some of the 
courts in my old circuit while he oc- 
cupied this position, and J] had the pleas- 
ure of trying cases when he presided. He 
was eminently fair and courteous and 
was One of the best nisi prius judges be- 
fore whom I ever practiced. 

‘“‘He went on the supreme bench on Sep- 
tember 8, 1887, and has occupied a seat 
there ever since. He is regarded by the 
bar of the state as one of the ablest 
judges who has ever occupied a position 
on the bench of our highest state court. 
His long and arduous labors have made 
him a learned and distinguished jurist. 
He has become by his long judicia] career 
an encyclopedia of the law. I think his 
defeat would be a distinct loss to the effi- 
ciency of the supreme court. 

“Besides, I .think it is right to keep 
go00d judges in office. I think the lone and 
honorable service which Chief Justice 
Simmons has rendered the state entitles 
him to thesaffectionate regard of the peo- 
ple of the state.

Still After Officials. 

County executive committees fn varl- 
Ous parts of the staté are still writing to 
state house officials asking them for con- 
tributions toward the expenses of the 
primary election to be hold on April 20.

Tn some 
instances the small amounts have been 
paid, and in others they have not. 

Chairman E. T. Brown. of the 
committee, was asked about 
yesterday. He said: 

“No county executive committee has 
any right to demand of any state house 
officlal the payment of any assessment 
for expenses of the primary election. 
The resolutions passed bv the state com- 
mittee are emphatic on that point. The 
resolution calling on each state officer for 
$50 for expenses incurred by the state 
committee, specifically provided that this 
should include all assessments upon state 
Officials for the primary and election. 
If any county falls to put the name of 
any candidate for state office on {Its 
ticket, such tickets, under the rules of 
the committee will not be counted.” 

The resolutions of the state committee 
applied only to state officers proper and 
did not include congressmen. superior 
court judges, solicitors general or candi- 
dates for the house and senate.

The quéstion grew out of an applica- 
tion to the commission made by the At- 
lanta freight bureau regarding rates be- 
tween Atlanta and coast points. It was 
shown that lower rates were given by 
the roads from Virginia cities to coast 
cities in Georgia than could be had from 
Atlanta to the same coast cities. Ag 
the result of the commission's investiga- 
tion of this matter the rates from the 
Virginia cities were increased and the 
discrimination was removed.

Small Roads Make Returns. 

Two small railroads made their returns 
to Comptroller General William § A. 
WT¥ght vesterday. The Augusta and 
Summerville, a road 4 miles in length, 
located in Richmond county, made total 
returns of $67,367, of which $15,000 is 
for franchise.

LAST DAY OF REGISTRATION. 


Books Close at Tax Collector Stew- 
art’s Office Late This 
Afternoon. 

Today the registration books close and 
the total, in the opinion of Tax Collector 
A. P. Stewart, will amount to just about 
11,500 qualified and registered voters in 

Fulton county. 

Yesterday there were registered in Mr.

BALL PLAYERS 


SAVING MONEY’ 


Modern Players Are Thrift- 
ier Than Old-Time 
Stars. 


There was a time in the history of 
baseball, many years ago, when the 
leagues were fewer and farther between, 
and baseball players were more lionized 
than is the case at present, and earned 


“money in order to spend it. 


This time has passed. A new era has 
dawned in baseball. The player nOw earns 
his money and hoards it up as a safe- 
guard against a rainy day, which must 
come when the player's skill in baseball 
has departed. 

Back to the heyday of baseball base- 
ball players received the attention that is 
now given to the prize fighters. Today the 
appearance of Jim Jeffrigs or “Bob Fitz- 
simmons on the streets of any city after 
a great victory over some other prize 
fighter brings together as large a crowd 
of admirers and toadies as a fire would 
bring out. 

It was the same way once in baseball. 
The leaders of the game received the 
humble adulation of hundreds of friends 
and admirers who were glad to be num- 
bered ag acquaintances and counted 
the times that they had seen the players. 

It is said that Bill Lange was always 
followed by his quota of admirers when 
he appeared on the streets and it is cer- 
tain that he spent all his income in ‘/pro- 
viding for the wants of these numerous 
admirers 

The condition of affairs is well illustrat- 
ed by the story which is now told of Mike 
Kelly, one of the best players of the 
game. It seems that Kelly had been pro- 
testing against decisions in a certain 
game until he became obnoxious to the 
umpire and to every one else. ‘Bnoughroft 
this Kelly,.’’ said the umpire, “one more 
remark like that and I will fine you $50.” 
“If you fine me $50 there will be a lot of 
thirsty fans around the hotel tonight, I 
tell you that,’’ replied Kelly. 

The players have at last come to realize 
that the public cares nothing for them as 
soon as they have lost ‘their ability to 
play ball, and having become painfully 
conscious of this fact, through the num- 
ber of hopeless wrecks which throng 
every large city. wrecks of men who were 
once the idols of the fans, the big league 
men and the minor leaguers, too, have 
begun to save their money. 

One man at least on the Atlanta team 
last year, Frank Killen, was reported to 
be worth in the neighborhood of $60,000, 
all of which he had earned in baseball. 
There was a time in the history of the 
game when he was.the star of the Pitts- 
burg team and won many games for 
them. McGulre, of the New York team, is 
another player of the same kind. He has 
been. in baseball for many yeurs, over 
twenty, it is said, and in that time has 
amassed a comfortable fortune. 

The New York team, which was here a 
few weeks ago, is composed of thrifty 
players. Every player on the team saves 
his money and several of the most promi- 
nent of the number stated that the time 
of the ‘hale fellow, well met” in base- 
ball is at an end, and that baseball is 
now a business and not-a pastime. 

Fultz stated the modern spirit of base- 
ball when in an tnterview he said that he 
woutd not advise young college ball play- 
ers to go into professional ranks unless 
they needed the money. “‘A collegian goes 
into professiona] ball,’’ he said, ‘“‘with the 
intention of making a little money and 
then going out and using his earnings to 
start himself in the world. He finds it 
easy to make money and he sticks to the 
job.” 

Nearly every ball player of modern 
times is preparing for that day when he 
must become a minor leaguer. Hughey 
ceennings, coach of the Cornell team and 
menager of the Baltimores, once the most 
celebrated shortstop in the country, Is 
now a minor leaguer. The time will come 
when he may be seen playing in the 
Southern League. Frank Wilson was once 
a celebrated big league man and Frank 
Killen, now playing in an independent 
league, was another. Theodore Breiten- 
stein, Piatt, the latest major leaguer to 
break into minor league ranks, and others 
are examples. 

And the time will come when Phillippe, 
Cheabro. Matthewson, McGinnity and 
others well known in baseball, will be- 
come minor leaguers, perhaps Southern 
lTfaguers, but they will come with pockets 
lined with the proceeds of other days. 

And the old-timers, who spent their 
money and were kings while their money 
lasted, will be beggars when that time 
has passed. Amos Rusie, one of the great- 
est pitchers of the past, is now a common 
laborer in wt lumber yard in Vincennes, 
Ind., working for $1.50 a day.

eased prices off to a little under the 
closing figures of last night, when the 
continued light movement and.tTeports of | 
a better spot demand from New Or- 
leans, together with less favorable 
weather reports from the southwest, 
caused a rally that was increased some- 
what around midday by buying on the 
strong showing of the weekly figures. In 
the middle of the afternoon another pear 
raid took place, driving May down to 
about 14.67 and July to 14.93, or about 
the closing prices Of the previous night. 
This was followed by a sharp recovery 
on covering as a result of rather more 
active southern spot markets, most of 
which reported small sales, the better 
spot business in the local market and re- 
ports of heavy exports from New Orleans. 
‘The close was steady at practically the 
best prits of the day, an advance of 29 
points on the spot month and of S to 
13 points on other positions. Sales were 
only 250,000 bales, one of the smallest 
day's business this season.

New York, April 8.—The attitide of 
Liverpool today was more favoradly con- 
trasted with recent sessions.

regarded as being the initiative toward 
activity resulting from improved busi- 
ness reyorted in Manchester. Lignt re- 
ceipts, libera] exports and fairly large 
Sales of cotton that had been hedged in 
the contract department afforded the 
basis for a steady undertone here, Some 
opposition to the market was occasioned 
‘by reports of extensive curtailment of 
cloth manufacture by New England 
mills, but against this it appears that 
some foreign mills have discerned a ray 
of hope in a chance for better busi- 
ness with China. It is a mixed situa- 
tion with the statistical position in favor 
of bulls. and the comparative indifference 
of spinners assisting bears. tUnder the 
circumstances it would be interesting to 
know. to what extent consumption has 
been reduced by the enhanced values.
